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FREEDMEN'S AID AND SOUTHERN EDUCATION 
SOCIETY. 



Note. — To this Committee was referred all papers relating to education. 

The past year has been the most successful year in the history of the 
Freedmen's Aid and Southern Education Society. The total receipts 
for the year ending July 1, 1889, were $221,438.41. This is an 
increase of $51,020 over any former year. During the year forty-one 
institutions of learning, with 328 teachers and 7,688 students were su- 
perintended and* aided. Great progress has been made in grading and 
unifying the institutions throughout the South, and the introduction of 
uniform courses of study. 

NEW ORLEANS UNIVERSITY. * 

The day long prayed for has come at last, and our beloved Univer- 
sity now occupies the magnificent building situated at 1428 St. Charles 
Avenue, in one of the most beautiful and healthful sections of the city 
of New Orleans. 

The grounds include an entire square ; the building is a brick, five- 
stories high, one hundred and fifty feet front, with an L in the rear, in 
which is a large dining-room and kitchen on the first floor, and on 
the second floor a chapel 36x60 feet, furnished with the best of furni- 
ture. Besides large parlors, society rooms, offices, rooms for the 
Faculty, library and recitation rdoms, there are rooms for one hundred 
and fifty students in the building. 

The heating is by steam, and every precaution has been taken for 
^omfort and safety. The value of the entire property is $100,000. 
• Dedication-day was one never to be forgotten by the large audience 
that crowded the chapel and hall-ways to their utmost capacity. The 
exercises were conducted by Bishop Mallalieu in a most impressive 
manner, after an all-day jubilee service of song, addresses and liberal 
giving by a grateful people. 

The exercises of Commencement -week immediately precedecf the 
dedication, and made a profound impression on visitors and friends, and 
are still spoken of with enthusiasm by those who were present. The 
following young gentlemen and ladies graduated from the Normal De- 
partment after delivering orations that would have done honor to the

The graduates from the Classical Department were two young men 
well and favorably known to many of the members of this Conference, 
Alexander P. Comphor and Berry M. Hubbard. Their orations showed 
the culture and power that comes from long lingering at the shrine of 
knowledge, and their present positions show that all they have acquired 
is to be consecrated to the service of the Church and their fellows. A. 
P. Comphor, is now professor of mathematics in the University, and B. 
M. Hubbard, Principal of Alexandria Academy, and both are doing 
honor to themselves and their Alma Mater. 

The present session opened September 30th, with a largely increased 
enrollment, reaching at this date the magnificent attendance of four 
hundred and nine, being one hundred and forty-three in excess of the 
entire enrollment of last year. 

The college class are steadily increasing in numbers and in thorough- 
ness of scholarship, and more of younger students are aiming at grad- 
uation in this department as the object of their ambition. 

The Normal^ Department shows a very gratifying increase, and the 
supply of qualified and enthusiastic teachers among our people will 
soon be largely increased. The course of study has been strengthened, 
and now includes all that is necessary to prepare for the best position 
in the public schools of our State. 

Gilbert Haven School of Theology goes steadily forward, doing its 
work quietly along the regular lines laid out in the course of study. 
It is to be regretted that more of our young preachers do not avail 
themselves of its advantages. 

The Musical Department shows a large increase in the number of 
pupils; an additional piano has been purchased and excellent facilities 
are afforded in instrumental music. 

The Medical Department opened November 4th, with a gratifying 
attendance, and is doing most successful work under the efficient direc- 
tion of Dr. I. E. Mullon, acting dean and professor of anatomy and 
physiology. Bishop Mallalieu is meeting with encouraging success in 
his untiring efforts to raise $50,000 to establish and endow it. 

We earnestly pray that his life may be spared until he shall see the 
desire of his heart in this and many other great plans he is devising 
for the glory of God and the good of humanity.

GILBERT ACADEMY. 

The winter and spring terms of 1889 were marked by large attend- 
ance, diligent study, and faithful work. The Commencement exercises, 



-22 Baptists, 14 Catholics, and 88 Methodists— 124. 
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closing May 31st, were of the highest character, and were attended by 
intense public interest. A class of six persons, young men and young 
women, received certificates for completion of the English or Gram- 
mar School Course. The enrollment of scholars, from the last session 
of this Conference until the end of the scholastic .year, was 299. The 
total enrollment to this time, from Conference to Conference, is 379. 

There has been a steady increase, from year to year, in the number 
of boarding scholars, and a relative decrease in primary local scholars. 
This decrease is not owing to any neglect or discouragement on our 
part, but to the existence of primary schools near us. 

The character of the work done in the Seminary has been improving 
from year to year. It is now more thorough than any previous year.

The young men are divided into classes for farm-work, garden-work, 
wood-chopping, etc. Those learning trades, as carpenters and printers, 
spend from two to four hours per day in the assigned work ; and dm 
instruction in the trade is counted as an equivalent for the same time 
in study and recitation in the school-room — the student thereby pre- 
serving his grade. 

Teachers are of equal rank and authority, each being responsible 
for the control of his class while in his or her hands. All are ex- 
pected to aid in keeping order in the building and on the grounds, 

We have excellent order, in the main, and discipline is easier be- 
cause of the industrial arrangements. 

Two thousand dollars were raised, the past fall, by the President, 
for the erection of an annex to the boarding hall, and for the purchase 
of some machinery. The building is in process of erection, and will 
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cost more than originally intended, so that we shall be short of means 
for machinery, and will be able to purchase only a«part of what is 
needed. 

We call attention to the plans for this new building, executed by 
our students in architectural drawing. 
We offer for adoption the following : 

Resolved, That Gilbert Academy, the oldest and most advanced of 
all auxiliaries to the New Orleans University, affords the most desir- 
able and economical facilities for a good English and practical educa- 
tion, and all our youth who are not prepared for the University may 
find in it the best of opportunities. 

Resolved, That in Dr. Godman we find the man called and raised 
up of God for the great work to which he has devoted so many years 
of untiring industry and zeal ; and we rejoice with him in the success 
which the good providence of God has given to his labors. We request 
the Bishop to reappoint Dr. Godman as President. 

Resolved, That we extend to Professor French and his co-laborers 
our cordial greeting, and bid them Godspeed in the good work of 
building a great academic and industrial institution. 

Resolved, That the pastors in Winsted, Baldwin, Franklin, Glencoe, 
Jeannerette, and New Iberia be a Visiting and Examining Committee. 

GAMMON THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY. 

This central Theological Seminary, located at Atlanta, Ga., we are 
pleased to learn, is having continued prosperity. During the past year 
Mr. Gammon had built and donated to the school a beautiful library 
building, capable of holding a library of 50,000 volumes. Already 
8,000 volumes of well-selected books have been secured.

BALDWIN ACADEMY, BALDWIN, LA. 

^Never before in the history of this institution has there been such 
nrarked progress as in the past year, Since our last report we have 
enrolled sixty-five pupils. While this enrollment is not large, com- 
pared with other institutions of learning in our Conference, the increase 
has been steady and healthful. It receives the patronage and financial 
support of the best citizens in the community. Among these we 
record with pleasure the names of John Baldwin, Jr., and E. D. Mar- 
tin. It is the constant aim of the principal to make the school as nearly 
self-supporting as possible. This is the only Methodist institution for 
white people in Lake 'Charles District, extending from Franklin on the 
east to Lake Charles on the west, a distance of over one hundred miles. 
This territory is being rapidly settled by immigrants from the North 
and West. Towns are springing up as by magic. A large per cent of 
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this people are Methodists, whose children will be educated at this insti- 
tution. 

Your Committee notes with pleasure the friendly and harmonious re- 
lation that now exists between this institution and that of Gilbert 
Academy, under the able management of W. D. Godman, D. D. The 
Faculties of both these schools are united in pushing the battle against 
our common foe, intemperance. 

J. W. Mougey, Prin- 
cipal ; and Miss Carrie Martin, who has charge of music and primary 
work.

We recommend that a Committee, consisting of President Adkinson 
and the presiding elders of the Conference, be appointed to visit these 
schools, and in consultation with Dr. Hartzell, plan to bring these schools 
in harmony with our system of schools in Louisiana. 

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

This important interest, under the leadership of Eev. C. H. Payne, 
D. D., as Corresponding Secretary, is doing a great work in aiding 
young men and women in securing an education in various schools of 
the Church. We recommend that the disciplinary requirements touch- 
ing this Board be faithfully carried out.

This department of our 
work, which was started a hundred years ago with only six hundr^ 
dollars (and that borrowed capital), celebrated this past year its cen- 
tennial year, amid the most flattering surroundings. The Concern, in 
addition to the net millions of dollars in solid capital, continues to fill 
the whole land with the best and cheapest literature to be found in the 
world, and this year has distributed one hundred thousand dollars to 
the Conference claimants of our Church, and one thousand and twenty 
dollars of that amount to the Louisiana Annual Conference claimants. 
Such is the prospect of the Methodist Book Concern, that if we con- 
tinue to do our whole duty by it, as we should, before many years it 
will be able to do much more to assist in the future support of our 
Conference claimants.

On Sunday morning, August 18, 1889, at 3J5 o'clock, Mrs. Octavia 
Victoria Eogers Albert, wife of Kev. Dr. A. E. P. Albert, editor of 
the Southwestern Christian Advocate, departed this life, in the triumph 
of the^ Christian faith, after long and patient suffering. Chronic 
bronchial and pulmonary disease broke down a system always delicate, 
but yet quite elastic. Having gone to Kansas City last June, with 
the hope of recruiting her health, her expectation was disappointed, 
and she was brought back to New Orleans by her husband, in a pros- 
trate condition. All that devoted love and medical skill could ac- 
complish was done, in order to detain among us the one so beloved, 
and # whom we could so ill afford to spare. But her physical powers 
continually waned, while spiritual energies wakened, glorified her face, 
and seemed to fill the room with a heavenly presence. She was often, 
apparently, in converse with the Lord and with the spirits of departed 
friends. Her sick-bed became an altar of consecration to her friends. 
Her favorite hymns, of which she repeatedly sang portions, were : 
"Come, thou Fount of every blessing;" "Savior, let me walk with 
thee;" "Guide me, O thou great Jehovah"; "Savior, more than 
life to me ;" " How firm a foundation, ye saints of the Lord ;" " The 
Lord will provide." Just before the final summons came she sang: 

''Lord, in the morning thou shalt hear 
My voice ascending high." 

Then exclaiming, "Albert! Albert!" she passed triumphantly out of 
sight. The subject of this writing was born in Oglethorpe, Macon 
County, Georgia, December 24, 1853, and was educated in Atlanta, 
Georgia, at the Atlanta University. She became the wife of Dr. 
Albert October 21, 1874. The devoted husband and wife for son# 
years taught school together in several parts of Louisiana, until" the 
husband, obeying the divine call, and encouraged by his spiritually 
minded companion, gave himself to the ministry of the gospel. Mrs. 
Albert herself was, early in life, the subject of religious experience, 
and united with the Methodist Episcopal Church under the pastorate 
of Eev. M. Dale, in Union Chapel, New Orleans. 

A beautiful light has gone out from our sky, a loving presence has 
departed from our society ; the home of our dear Dr. Albert is without 
the soul that made it warm and lovely. It is, perhaps, impossible for 
the human mind to grasp adequately in any one view all the elements 
that go to make up the true woman, the true wife and mother, the 
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true Christian. Those words represent all that is finest and best in 
human life and character, all the sweet sympathies, aspirations, and 
memories that make a man's heart glad in his home, and brave, for 
their sake, to battle life's stormy elements ; all the virtues that cement 
family, Church, and State, making of them a palace of marble and 
precious stones, wherein beauty, wit, wisdom, righteousness, purity, 
genius and industry may happily dwell and celebrate the splendors of 
civilization, showing, by daily object lessons of experience, that human 
life is worth the living. Woman is the center of this human circle. 
When she is pure and lovely, all things move around her har- 
moniously. What a jewel Dr. Albert called his own, and how great a 
loss has fallen to him — only his heart knows — knows, but can not tell. 
Our imperfect knowledge of Sister Albert presented her to us as in 
every sense a " helpmeet" to her husband. She was one who could 
take, and did always feel, a lively interest in whatever concerned him, 
and was ready to proffer counsel in the time of need. Her husband 
could say: " She openeth her mouth with wisdom, and in her tongue 
is the law of kindness." She was quick to discern the needs of the 
Church, and ready to respond to her calls. Her heart beat ever for 
the poor ; her hand was open to the suffering. She was a ministering 
angel to those who were in distress. Among her last thoughts were 
arrangements for the comfort of the poor. No thought of personal ease 
or worldly ambition ever came between her and the objects of her soul's 
charity. The honor of her husband, the purity and nobility of Christ's 
ministers, the prosperity and glory of the Church of Christ, — these were 
subjects of her daily thought, burdens of her prayers, aims of a long 
and faithful service in the kingdom. 

"None knew her but to love her; 
None named her but to praise." 

These words, if not strictly true of her, found their exceptions only 
where exceptions praised her. It is an honor to be blamed by those 
who sin and are not ashamed. As a Conference we extend to Dr. 
Albert the best we have to give, our heart-felt sympathy and our 
earnest prayers for his consolation. Heaven has a new and peculiar 
attraction to him. He finds in the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ the 
support demanded in the trying hour. The heroine who has gone up 
is wearing her crown now. The hero, still here in the ranks, is laying 
%p the stars for his crown. One by one we and our companions are 
gathered home. The King plucks us like flowers when their perfume 
is matured, endows us with immortality, and transfers us to Paradise, 
to bloom forever. What a blessed home is there ! 



EfflEHSOJNl BBJlTLtHY, ESQ. 

Emerson Bentley, whose death we mourn, was born at Green, 
hill, Columbiana County, Ohio, July 15, 1850, and was for the past 
twenty-five years a resident of Louisiana. He died in New Orleans 
September 19, 1889. He came to this State together with his father- 
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Dr. Thomas Moore Bentley, who was a surgeon in the Union Army 
in 1863. Dr. Bentley and his family came here directly from Jeffer- 
son, Wis., where he was known as a thorough-going Abolitionist. After 
serving here for a while, in a white regiment, he resigned his commission 
in that regiment to administer to the necessities of the colored troops 
stationed in this city, which seemed to be in greater need of his serv- 
ices. He died of yellow fever in this city, September 18, 1867, and 
was buried in the Greenwood Cemetery. Upon his death, the 
widowed mother of Emerson Bentley returned North, and settled in 
t Ohio, together with her youngest son, who is now cashier and partner 
in a large drug-store in Philadelphia. Two of the children remained 
here, Linden E. Bentley, well known as the editor of the Donaldson- 
ville Chief, and Emerson Bentley, the now deceased business manager 
of the Southwestern. Inspired by the same humane and patriotic zeal 
which actuated his generous-hearted father, he soon distinguished him- 
self as the teacher and friend of the lately emancipated race, wielding 
his voice and versatile pen in their behalf and in the cause of Repub- 
lican government. As a printer and editorial writer he had been con- 
nected with the New Orleans Tribune, the New Orleans Republican, 
St. Landry Progress, At takapas Register, New Orleans Chronicle, and 
other papers, and for several years immediately preceding his death 
was business manager of the Southwestern. He served one term in the 
General Assembly as a representative of the parish of St. Mary, and 
was subsequently Division Superintendent of Education in the Third 
District, filling both positions with the conscientious zeal which always 
characterized his performance of duty in every sphere of life. During 
the period of his labor as a practical printer in this city he served a 
term as president of Typographical Union No. 17, and was highly es- 
teemed by his brother members of the craft. 

In 1871 he married Miss Joan Pursell, of Carrollton, a member of 
one of the oldest families of that suburb, and six bright and intelligent 
children blessed their union, all of whom, with their mother, survive* to 
mourn the loss of a devoted and indulgent parent and husband. 
Religiously, Mr. Bentley was a consistent Christian and member of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. He was zealously jealous in his claims 
for absolute loyalty to the Church. He esteemed it to be the greatest 
force at work for the elevation of all the people ; and as such he served 
it faithfully, acting as a member and treasurer of the Board of Trustees 
of the New Orleans University, trustee of St. Charles Avenue Metl# 
odist Episcopal Church, treasurer of the Conference Board of Church 
Extension, etc., for many years, in several of which he served until 
the day of his death. He died as a Christian philosopher, reviewing 
the system of its theology, its beneficent civilizing influence, its value 
in all the relationships of life and in death. He was the most faith- 
ful friend of Dr. Hartzell, Rev. L. P. Cushman, and Dr. Albert, dur- 
ing their editorship of the Southwestern. According to his request, 
the Rev. Reese Thompson conducted his funeral services, and Rev.

T. (J. Montgomery, 
presiding elder of the Shreveport District, departed this life Febru- 
ary 25, 1889, after* an illness of eighteen months. She joined the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in 1864, and was converted to Christ in 
1867. She was a true wife and mother, and the home of her husband 
was made happy at all times, notwithstanding the various circum- 
stances attending him at the various charges to which he has been 
appointed. During her life-time she was the happy mother of ten 
children, five of whom preceded her to her long-sought rest. Just be- 
fore her death, while her weeping husband and children were 
around her bedside, she said: "Be not afraid, for all is well; I am 
not afraid to die;" at the same time saying to her little son, who 
died in 1887, "Thomas, I will soon be there. ,, While the family of 
Elder Montgomery may be made desolate by the loss of a dear mother 
and an affectionate wife, she has gained an immortal crown which 
fadeth not away. God grant that our last end may be like hers / The 
funeral services were held at Wesley Chapel by Eev. W. E. Butler, 
pastor, assisted by Eev. G. A. Payne. Her song of comfort was — 

" Jesus, lover of my soul, 
Let me to thy bosom fly, t 
While the nearer waters roll, 
While the tempest still is high."

Mary Montgomery, daughter of Eev. T. G. Montgomery, departed 
this life, January 21, 1890, after an illness of ten months and fifteen 
days. In all of her pains she stood with that Christian fortitude until 
she was called to meet her sainted mother in heaven. She was con- 
verted in 1882, and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. Born 
August 25, 1864. Her parting words to Eev. J. W. Hilton were: 
" There is not a doubt or a cloud between me and the Lord. I am ready 
and willing to go." Her funeral was conducted by Eev. J. W. Hilton 
and Eev. F. T. Chinn. 



The Eev. Graham Bell was a resident of New Orleans, in which 
city he died June 3, 1889. He was a local elder, belonging to St. 
Paul's Methodist Episcopal Church, New Orleans, and by the voice of 
his brethren was three times successively elected to represent the laity 
in the General Conference. He died as a Christian soldier, and was 
beloved by all who knew him.
